Despite attempts to get grants

Newcomers Service was unable 
tc find a benefactor for this fiscal 
year。、UBAC，which funds the 
Center, allocated an extra $8,000 
this year to go towards the after 
hours _ hotline，but Wong said 
$30,000 is needed to operate the 
24-hour line. 

Wong said that he is encour- 
aged by the many letters in SUp- 
port of the 24-hour line which 
have been directed to him and 
UBAC.

The Chinatown-North Beach 
area of the city has the highest 
number of reported crimes，ac- 
cordinc to the San Erancisco 
Police Department Annual Re- 
port 1973，recently released to 
the public-. 

In 1973 alone,， 14,081 offenses 
were reported to the police from 
that area. 13,537 were reported 
from the Western Addition dis- 
trict、，which followed Chinatown= 
North Beach in highest number 
of reported crimes. 

On an all-city basis, the China- 
town-North Beach area rated 
hishest in the following cate-

these two true stories: 

A woman buysapairof pants and 
realizes when she gets home that 
they don't ft. She returns to the 
store later and measures her pants 
against another paif，tries on the 
second pair in a dressing room, and 
find that they also don't fit. she re- 
turns the second pair back to the 
table and puts her original pair back 
in the shopping bag she brought. 
When she leaves the store, she is ar- 
rested for shoplifting. She has no 
proof，no receipt of sales tag that 
proves she bought the pants in her 
bag. She only has a story. No one 
believes her. 

JEANS CASE 

A young man and two girlfriends 
go to buy some jeans, He goes into 
the dressing foom to try on a pair. 
Because his leg is injured, he sits on 
the chair in the corner of the room， 
and notices an empty hanger under 
the chair. The jeans don't fit; he re- 
places them on the rack and leaves 
with his friends. 

They board a bus and are sud- 
denly accosted by the store's guard， 
who_has followed them and who 
yanks them o 作 the bus. It seems the 
storeowhner found the hangetf Under 
the chair and surmised that the boy 
stole a pair of bants. The boy has 
nothing on him and his Patrents 
arrive to defend him. 

But the storeowhner has made ouUt 
a report. The boy's mother wisely 
insists that the reports be destroyed， 
and in addition the two girls are 
given written notes that clear them 
from suspicion. One girl has to eX- 
plain the incident to her aunt who 
happened to be on the bus.and Saw 
her ignominiously pulled o 人 入 by the 
guard. 

In both of these cases those 
accused ate innocent. But innocent 
or not' the consequences of an artest 
for shoplifting can be far more Seri- 
ous than the crime. 

Shoplifting is legally known as 
petty theft, and is a crime of "moral 
turpitude.” In the- dictionary， 
“turpitude”means depravity and is 
usually applied to crimes like mur-

COMMUNITY UNITY 


There are four major areas of conflict contributing to the 
divisiveness of this community. They are (1) the generation

This is the 
land of democracy. Each to his/her own preference._ Idaeolo- 
gies，however radical，should not bother us，We are not 
asking for everyone to compromise his/her social and politi- 
cal stands. We ask that everyone work together on commu- 
nity 1SsuesS. 

Let's make the concept of peaceful coexistence a realjity.

Broadcast License Renewal Act， 
which seeks to extend license re- 


newal_time for radio and tele- . 


vision stations from three to five 
years, is drawing much criticism 
from ethnic minorities all over 
the country. The act，recently 
passed by the House, is pending 
before the Senate Commerce 
Committee. 

Minority leaders said the bil， 
HR 12993，will hamstring efforts 
to _ improve and increase radio 
and television programming that 
concerns minorities. Present reg- 
ulations set forth by the Federal 
Communications Commission 
(FFCC) require stations to receive 
input from the community that 
they serve，as 8a part of the 
license renewal process， 

Critics of the bill said that 
longer license renewal periods 
“would insulate present Owners 
of broadcast licenses from any 
effective_ challenge by minorities 
and wormen's groups dissatisfied 
with _ current programs and em- 
ployment policies.” 

However，Pproponents of the 
bill，including ERCC chairman 
Richard Wiley, hold that the bi 
would improve the financial sta- 
bility of the broadcast industry. 
The bill will give incumbent 工 - 
censees more assSurance of retain- 
ing licenses and will make 让 
easier for them to attract inVest- 
ments, they argued.

Leonard 了 上 了. Chapman，commis- 
sioner of immigration and natur- 
alization，said last week that to 
outlaw the hiring of illegal aliens 
is the only effective way of put- 
ting the brakes on illegal immil- 
gration.， 

Chapman，speaking at a local 
press conference, said controlling 
illegal immigration “is turning 
into an absolutely overwhelming 
task that is growing by leaps and 
bounds.” He revealed that there 
are _ between six and ten million 
illegal aliens living in the U.S. 
and between two and four million 
find their way into the country 
each year. The figures are likely 
to get bigger, he salid. 

Chapman said that the prospect 
of getting jobs in the U.S. is the 
basic cause of the continued in- 
fux of illegal aliens. Tightened 
employment laws against illegal 
aliens will diminish the attrac- 
tion, he argued. 

In _ California， jllegal aliens， 
mostly coming from Mexico， 
number about two milljon，ac- 
cording to Regional Commission- 
er Leonard Gilman，who was also 
at the press conference. 

Richard L.， Williams，district 
director of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, estimated 
that in the Bay Area alone there 
are 75,000 illegal aliens; among 
these there are several thousand 
Asians in San Francisco. 

Chapman said，“The problem

Less 
than 10 per cent of the Sworn 
personnel of the police depart- 
ment are minorities and women， 
while minorities constitute about 
44 per cent of the city's adult -
